LONDON,  Jan.  16. — There  was  no  definite  word  either 
from  Berlin  or  Petrograd  today  throwing  new  light  on  the 
crisis  in  Berlin  as  affecting  the  Brest  Litovsk  peace  negotia- 
tions, and  the  statement  of  Baron  von  Dem  Bussche-Had- 
denhausen,  Under  Secretary  for  Foreign  AflFairs,  that  no 
fresh  instructions  have  been  sent  to  the  German  Secretary 
of  Foreign  Aflfairs,  Dr.  von  Kuehlmann,  would  indicate 
that  there  is  no  intention  of  receding  from  the  German  at- 
titude of  refusing  to  evacuate  any  territory  occupied  in 
Russia.

STOCKHOLM.  Jan.  1«. — A  tele- 
liratn  to  the  Bolsheviki  paper  in 
Stockholm  statea  that  It  Is  reported 
from  the  flmolny  Institute  that  the 
OoTammant  at  a  meeting  of  the  con- 
stituent aaaembly  on  January  18  will 
present  an  ultimatum  that  Russia 
•hall  be  proclaimed  aa  a  Boclalist 
republic  and  all  land  and  property 
be  expropriated.  The  constituent 
aaaembly  must  either  accept  this  pro- 
poeal  or  It  will  come  Into  open  con- 
flict with  the  Soviets,  who  stand  on 
(the  side  of  the  Government.  In  such 
k  tenfllet,  the  correspondent  saya.  the 
constituent  assembly  will  come  off  the 
loser. 

The  correspondent  says  the  feellnc 
among  Kaledln's  troops  is  weaken- 
ing; the  cadets  and  revolutionary 
oflleers  are  Joining  the  army,  but  the 
soldiers  are  becoming  less  and  less 
dependable,  and  tor  this  reason  Kal- 
edln's operations  hare  been  paralysed. 

Attempt  to  Kin  I^nlne 

PBrrROaHAI>,  Jan.  16. — An  auto- 
mobile carrying  Nikolai  Lenine,  the 
BolsheTlkl  Premier,  It  la  reported, 
was  flred  upon  last  night.  Premier 
Ifsnlne  was  not  hurt.  The  bullets 
shattered  the  windows  of  the  auto- 
mobilSw  A  member  of  the  party  with 
the  Premier  waa  wounded  slightly  In 
the  hand. 

The  attempt  on  the  life  of  Premier 
Senilis  was  made  just  outside  the 
hall  tn  which  he  had  been  addreesing 
S,000  of  the  Red  Guard  who  were 
Iroinc  to  the  front.  As  his  automo- 
bile swans  through  the  crowd,  four 
shots  flashed  in  the  darknesa.  One 
of  the  bullets  missed  Its  mark  by 
only  a  few  Inchea,  and  the  other 
lodged  In  the  hand  of  a  Swedish  So- 
cialist who  was  In  the  automobile.

OTTAWA.  Jan.  l«.— The  following 
offlclai  statement  was  given  out  this 
morning  by  the  MlllUry  Hospitols 
Commission: 

"Provincial  institutions  will  be  en- 
trusted with  the  care  of  the  members 
of  the  C.  K.  F.  returned  to  Canada 
suffering  from  insanity,  but  the  Do- 
minion Oovernment  will  pay  for  their 
maintenance.  This  decision  was 
reached  at  the  conference  of  the 
Military  HosplUla  Coramiaaion,  the 
Board  of  Pension  Commissioners  and 
the  represenutlves  of  the  Provincial 
Governments. 

"Heretofore  the  MlUtory  Hospitals 
Commisslop^and  the  Board  of  Pension 
Commissioners  have  paid  a  flat  rate 
in  hospitals  for  the  insane  for  the 
860  men  suffering  in  various  degrees 
from  menUl  ailments.  By  the  new 
arrangement  they  will  pay  Provincial 
Institutions  for  their  maintenance, 
and  in  addition  Sir  James  Lougheed. 
on  behalf  of  the  Oovernment,  agreed 
to  pay  an  extra  allowance  per  capita, 
which  sum  will  be  directed  to  the 
equipment  and  maintenance  of  the 
buildings. 

"More  than  BO  per  cent  of  those 
now  receiving  treatment  In  institu* 
tlons  had  been  suffering  from  mental 
diseases  before  they  enlisted,  and 
eventually  would  have  become  public 
charges  In  the  ordinary  course  of 
events." 


WASHINGTON.  Jan.  16.— Hudson 
Maxim,  the  Inventor,  today  outlined 
to  the  Senate  ship  investigating  com- 
mittee plana  for  ship  construction 
which,  he  claimed,  would  minimize  the 
effect  on  merchant  Vessela  of  ex- 
plosions of  torpedoes  by  instantly  dis- 
integrating through  a  cooling  pro- 
cess the  gases  formed  by  the  explo- 
sion. He  said  he  had  sought  in  vain 
to  Interest  the  Emergency  Fleet  Cor- 
poration in  his  proposal,  and  that  he 
pame  to  the  committee  In  the  hope 
that  the  Government  would  conduct 
experiments  to  determine  its  worth. 

His.  plan,  the  Inventor  said,  was  i» 
Itoe  the  Inside  of  the  ksHs  bt  veMsfti 
with  cylinders  containing  water  with 
a  steel  screen  behind  them.  When 
the  torpedo  exploded,  the  water  tanka, 
he  said,  would  be  hurled  against  the 
screen,  atomising  the  water,  which 
would  disperse  the  heat  and  absorb 
the  gases.  A  cargo  such  as  apples, 
potatoes  and  similar  produce  con- 
taining a  large  percentage  of  water 
would  serve  Just  as  effectively  aa  the 
tanks,  he  said. 

Mr.  Maxim  declared  that  the  ship 
protection  had  made  an  "Irrelevant 
and  untrue"  report  on  his  plan,  as- 
serting that  It  would  be  expensive  and 
Ineffective  on  ships  of  less  than  10,000 
tons.  He  denied  that  the  plan  would 
be  costly,  and  said  It  would  operate 
on  ships  of  3.000  or  5,000  tons  prac- 
tically as  well  as  on  larger  vessels. 
Concrete  ships,  the  Inventor  said,  of- 
fered a  greater  advantage  In  combat- 
ing the  submarine  menace  than  steel 
or  wooden  ships,  as  they  give  greater 
resistance  and  absorb  heat  better.  A 
concrete  hull,  be  said,  would  localise 
an  explosion,  and  he  strongly  urged 
construction  of  concrete  skins  for 
steel  vessela 

Loss  In  shipping  due  to  submarines 
was  estimated  by  the  Inventor  at 
|6,000  a  minute,  and  he  said  this 
country  could  afford  to  expend  a  little 
extra  money  In  order  to  make  Its 
ahips  "torpedo  proof."  He  said  the 
nations  flghting  Germany  eitht^r  must 
stop  the  submarines  leaving  their 
bases  or  build  torpedo-proof  ships,  as 
he  did  not  think  they  should  attempt 
to  offset  the  submarine  campaign  by 
building  new  vessels. 

Maine  shipbuilders  who  also  ap- 
peared before  the  commission  said  the 
output  of  wooden  shim  in  that  state 
could  be  Increased.  They  urged  the 
construcUon  of  all  the  ships  possible, 
declarlhir  that  even  with  the  maxi- 
mum of  effort  enough  vessels  could 
not  be  built  to  meet  the  demand  after 
the  war. 


ROME,  Jan.  16.— The  text  of  the 
omciai   statement   reads: 

"In  the  region  of  Monte  Asolone 
yesterday  morning  the  fighting  ac- 
tivity on  our  lines  was  lively,  owing 
to  strong  concentrations  of  Are  and 
attempted  enemy  counter-attacks, 
which  were  constantly  repulsed,  our 
lines  fortunately  having  been  recti- 
fied during  the  precedli^^  night.  Ip 
the  afternoon  the  situation  became 
normal    again. 

"There  were  reconnaissances  and 
lively  artillery  activity  In  the  East- 
ern sector  of  the  Aaiago  plateau  and 
on  the  upper  part  of  the  salient  of 
Monte  Solarolo. 

•  "On  Monday  night  to  the  east  of 
Cape  Slle  a  fresh  counter-attack  was 
launched  against  our  positions,  but 
was  repulsed,  and  yesterday  the  ar- 
tillery activity  on  ')9oth  sides  was 
considerable  along  the  whole  coastal 
region. 

"There  was  considerable  aerial  ac- 
tivity along  the  entire  front..  British 
aviators  brought  down  three  enemy 
airplanes  and  our  aviators  brought 
down  a  fourth.  Our  anti-aircraft 
batteries  accounted  for  a  fifth."

WINNIPEG,  Jan.  16.— A  spectal 
dispatch  to  The  Free  Press  from  its

Jl*  »«lal|tp 
out  that  Ul^  .»9mia$i»tf<  y^partments 
of  agrkmrture  were  niaklng  them- 
selves responsible  for  the  undertaking. 
which  is  to  reach  the  rural  populations 
throtigh  such  organisations  ss  farm- 
ers' InsUtutes.  women's  Listltatet, 
livestock,  dairy  and  poultry  associa- 
tions, etc. 

His  Excellency  the  Duke  of 
Devonshire  praised  the  Canadians 
for  their  generosity  in  connection 
with  ail  appeals  that  have  been 
made  to  them,  and  expressed  confi- 
dence that  this  new  appeal  would  be 
equally  successful.  He  called  atten- 
tion to  the  extent  of  territory  that 
would  have  to  be  restored,  referring 
more  particularly  to  those  parts  of 
France  and  Belgium  from  which  the 
enemy  Is  still  to  be  ejected.  His  Ex- 
cellency related  that  the  Royal  Agri- 
cultural Society  of  England,  with 
which  he  haa  been  Intimately  asso- 
ciated for  upward  of  a  quarter  of  a 
century,  had  undertaken  a  similar 
service  in  1870,  following  the 
Franco-Prussian  war.  This  organi- 
sation, he  said,  was  the  prime  mover 
In  cotmectlon  with  the  present  un- 
dertaking. 

Hon.  T.  A.  Crerar  said  that  just 
before  tha  war  It  had  been  his  ex- 
perience to  travel  over  the  districts 
of  Belgium  and  France  that  have 
since  been  devastated.  He  contrasted 
the  small.  Intensively  cultivated 
farms  of  these  areas  with  the  broad 
fields  and  sparser  population  of  the 
West.  It  was  a  country  of  happy 
homes.  Mr.  Crerar  contrasted  the 
present  desolation  of  the  battle- 
scarred  distaicts  with  the  prosperous 
and  peaceful  conditions  that  pervade 
this   country. 

Canadian  farmers,  he  said,  have 
some  difllcultlea  to  face,  such  aa 
shortage  of  labor,  but  during  the 
last  three  years-  prices  have  been 
good,  and  he  believed  that  out  of

as  a 
means  of  relief  it  was  directed  that 
industry  and  business  generally,  in- 
cluding all  normal  activities  that  re- 
quire heated  buildings,  observe  a 
holiday  every  Monday  for  the  next 
ten  weeks.  This  will  close  down  on 
Mondays  not  only  factories  but  sa- 
loons, stores,  except  for  the  sale  of 
drugs  and  food,  places  of  amuse- 
ment, and  nearly  all  ofllce  buildings. 
While  the  order  does  not  mention 
shipyards,  it  is  known  that  they  will 
be  permitted  to  continue  operations 
as  usual,  although  munitions  plants 
will   be   closed. 

Without    Warning 

The  Government's  move  came  en- 
tirely without  warning  in  an  order 
issued  by  Fuel  Administrator  Car- 
Held,  with  the  approval  of  President 
Wilson,  prescribing  stringent  restric- 
tions on  the  use  of  coal.  It  was 
decided  upon  hurriedly  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  the  Government  heads  as 
an  adequate  r<<medy.  Even  muni- 
tion plants  are  not  excepted  from 
the   closing    down   orders. 

OfBcials  would  not  discuss  the  far- 
reaching  effects  the  action  would 
have  on  the  industrial  fabric,  and 
questions  as  to  how  the  order  was 
to  be  interpreted  to  meet  speciflc 
problems   went   unanswered. 

The  order  prescribes  a  preferen- 
tial list  of  consumers,  in  whose  in- 
terest it  was  d^awn.

This 
waa  changed  upon  consideration  of 
tha  confusion  which  would  result 
when  millions  of  workers  went  to 
their  duties  unaware  of  the  QofV' 
emment's  step.  Inclusion  of  war  in- 
dustries among  these  to  which  fuel 
will  be  denied  cauaed  some  surprise, 
but  fuel  offielals  explained  tonight 
that  war  planta  have  been  producing 
so  much  mora  material  than  tiie 
transportation  system  can  handle 
that  no  serious  effects  will  be  felt. 
War  supplies  manufactured  for  ex- 
port have  moved  to  the  seaboard 
faster  than  ships  can  move  them. 
Kffeot  of  Order 
NEW  YORK.  Jan.  1«. — Fuel  ad- 
ministrators In  New  York  today 
applied  a  voluntary  censorship  to 
their  comment  on  Administrator 
Garfield's  drastic  order  for  the  con- 
servation of  fuel.  They  declined  to 
Ulk  about  It  until  they  had  an  op- 
portunity to  digest  the  unexpected 
regulations. 

Business  men  were  not  so  reticent, 
and  It  was  easily  gathered  from  their 
remarks  that  they  did  not  look  with 


especially  newupaper  pubiisheia.  ex- 
pressed more  or  less  confusion  as  to 
Just   what  it  meant. 

A  deleaation  of  theatrical  men  an- 
nounced that  they  would  go  to 
Washington  tonight  and  appeal  to 
the  Administration  to  permit  them  to 
keep  open  Mondays  but  close  Tues- 
diiys.  It  wtt8  explained  by  them  that 
the  "psychological  effect"  upon  the 
the  public  of  having  a  holiday  Mon- 
day and  no  place  to  no  except  home 
would  be  demoralizing  upon  the  New 
York    public. 

The  president  of  the  Stock  Ex* 
change  said  the  exchange  would  re- 
main open  If  the  traders  on  the  floor 
and  the  employees  had  to  wear  over- 
coats. Brokers  took  the  same  posi- 
tion. K.  H.  Outerbrldge.  president  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  said  that  Dr. 
Garfield's  order  seemed  to  give  "great 
encouragement  to  the  enemy,  great 
discouragement  to  our  Allies,  and 
great  interruption  to  the  war  prepar- 
ations  of   this   nation."

OTTAWA.  Jan.  16.— Decreases  In 
the  amount  of  eggs,  butter,  mutton, 
cheese  and  beef  in  cold  «torage  wn 
January  1  as  compared  with  December 
1,  1917,  are  shown  In  the  monthly  re- 
port of  the  acting  commissioner  of 
the  Minister  of  Labor  respecting  cost 
of  living,  W.  F.  O'Connor.  On  the 
other  hand,  there  were  on  January  1 
larger  amounts  of  pork,  bacon  and  fish 
In  cold  storage.  The  statement  In- 
cludes reports  of  companies  holding 
about  99  per  cent  of  the  cold  storage 
space  available  In  Canada. 

"It  is  to  be  expected."  says  the  re- 
port, "that  the  holdings  on  January  1 
of  butter  cheese  and  eggs  particularly, 
should  show  a  decrease.  By  the  first 
of  March  the  cold  storage  companies 
expect  that  these  holdings  will  be  al- 
most cleared,  except  for  current 
trad  a."

A  dlapatch  from  Petrograd  to  Reut- 
er'a  under  date  of  Tueaday  aaya  that 
an  official  atatement  waa  laaued  re- 
garding the  release  of  the  Roumanian 
Miniater,  which  reads:  "Lenlne  and 
the  people's  commissaries  only  con- 
sented to  the  release  of  M.  Diamandl 
when  the  American  Ambassador  pro- 
posed to  send  In  hla  own  name  to  the 
Roumanian  Oovemment  a  declaration 
protesting  against  the  acts  ot  the  re- 
pression in  Roumanla  against  Russian 
soldiers.  After  this  proposal  had  been 
accepted  an  order  was  lasuel  for  the 
relatte  of  M.  Diamandl." 

Another  official  statement,  according 
to  the  correspondent,  says  that  the  or- 
der for  the  arrest  of  M.  Dtair.andi  and 
his  staff  was  given  by  Foreign  Minis- 
ter Trotzky. 

Arbitrary  Work 

PETROGRAD,  Jan.  16.— The  release 
of  M.  Diamandl  was  the  result  of  an 
order  given  by  telephone  by  Premier 
Lenlne  direct  to  the  commandant  of 
the  fortress  in  which  the  Minister  and 
his  staff  were  confined.  Previously  a 
futile  attempt  was  made  at  the  prison 
to  force  M.  Diamandl  to  sign  a  docu- 
ment pledging  his  efforts  to  procure 
the  release  of  the  Bolshevikl  regiment 
which  was  surrounded  and  disarmed 
liy  Roumanian  troops,  and  the  return 
of  the  regiment's  arms.  Thin  incident 
occurred  simultaneously  with  the  ar- 
rest 4n  Roumanla  of  the  Bolsheviltl 
comittee  for  striving  to  caune  disaf- 
fection in  the  Roumanian  army  by 
preaching  Internationalism. 

M.  Diamandl  refused  the  demand, 
declaring  he  would  do  nothing  while 
a  prisoner.  He  asked  for  his  immedi- 
ate release  and  an  apology. 

Some  of  the  members  of  the  diplo- 
matic corps  are  Inclined  to  believe 
that  tho  attempt  to  fore*  M.  Dia- 
mandl to  sign  the  document  was  un- 
known to  M.  Lenlne.  The  Premier's 
frank  explanation,  together  with  the 
realisation  that  withdrawal  of  the 
diplomatic  repreaentatives  from  Rus- 
sia would  serve  merely  to  clear  the 
path  for  German  Influence,  Inclinefl 
the  Entente  representatives  to  regard 
the  incident  aa'  closed.

Minister  Diamandl  was  arrested  at 
the  Roumanian  Legation  during  the 
dinner  hour  Sunday  night.  A  grqup 
of  Red  Guards  headed  by  an  officer 
demanded  and  received  admlBsion  to 
the  legation,  when  they  Informed  the 
Minister  ho  was  under  arrest.  At  the 
same  time  they  arrested  Lieut  Kray, 
attached  to  the  Roumanian  military 
mission.  At  midnight  the  Red  Guard 
returned  and  arrested  Col.  Pallada, 
head  of  the  military  mission,  who  waa 
not  preaent  at  the  time  of  the  flrat 
arreat.

Th«  spectroacope.  one  of  the  Inatru- 
menta  of  importance  In  connection 
with  aatro-physlcal  observation  work, 
has  been  received  by  Dr.  8.  F.  Plaa- 
Icett  at  Observatory  Hill,  and  haa  been 
placed  In  poaiUon  on  the  bis  tele- 
•cope. 

Tbla  Inatrument  which  la  used  for 
telllns  the  conatitution  and  radial 
velocity  of  the  stars,  while  secondary 
In  interest  to  the  telescope  is  of  very 
creat  Importance.  Dr.  Plaskett  very 
briedy  explained  the  principles  of  the 
apparatus  for  a  Colonist  reporter. 

When  a  ray  of  light  passes  oblique- 
ly across  the  surface  of  a  transparent 
medium  auch  as  glass  It  is  spread  out 
Into  groups  of  rays  of  different  col- 
ors. The  glass  prism  la  the  means 
commonly  used  for  this  experiment. 
The  spectroscope  at  the  Observatory 
has  not  yet  been  fitted  with  all  three 
prisms,  but  two  have  been  received, 
and  with  these  It  will  be  possible  to 
go  ahead  with  the  observatlonB.  The 
spectrum  formed  by  the  pasulng  of 
light  through  such  prisms  is  <  harac- 
terlstlc  of  the  partlrulur  Boun-o  of  tho 
llKht.  After  the  light  passes  through 
the  prisms  the  spectrum  is  phnto- 
graphcd,  and  three  openings  arc  pro- 
vided on  the  instrument  for  the  fit- 
ting of  cameras  opposite  each  of  the 
three   prisms. 

Dptcrminlng  Klrmrnti* 

When  tho  spectrum  \s  examined 
olosely,  or  when  by  means  of  a  Ions 
it  Is  sharply  focusscd.  It  is  found  to 
be  crossed  by  dark  lines.  From  the 
position  of  the  lines  in  the  spectra 
can  be  detf-rmlned  t!ie  elements  pres- 
ent in  the  atmosphere  of  the  star, 
comparison,  of  course,  being  made 
with  the  spectra  of  known  gases  and 
metallic    vapors. 

The  chief  parts  of  the  .spectroscope 
are  the  silt,  the  collimator  lens,  the 
series  of  prisms,  and  the  camera.  The 
relative  refranglbllltles  of  the  dirtcr- 
ent  colored  rays  which  make  up  any 
line  spectrum  are  determined  by 
means  of  the  combination  of  these  In- 
struments. Different  stars  give  dif- 
ferent dark  lines  in  their  spectra.  An 
astro-physical  observer's  work  is  the 
grouping  of  stars  according  to  the 
character    of    their    spectra. 

But  in  addition  to  the  determination 
of  the  elements  In  any  star  under  ob- 
servation the  spectroscope  has  an- 
other purpose — the  measuring  of  the 
velocity  of  the  star  towards  or  away 
from  the  earth. 

Wave  lengths  of  radiations  coming 
from  a  luminous  source  to  an  observer 
will  alter  as  he  moves  away  from  or 
approaches  that  source.  If  approach- 
ing the  waves  will  come  more  fre- 
quently; If  receding,  the  waves  will 
appear  less  frequently.  The  spectrum, 
as  every  schoolboy  learns.  Is  made  up 
of  violet,  indigo,  blue,  green,  yellow, 
orange  and  red.  A  move  observed  to- 
ward the  violet  end  indicates  that  the 
star  and  the  observer  are  approaching 
each  other;  a  move  toward  the  red — • 
the  other  end  of  the  spectrum — shows 
that  the  observer  and  the  star  are 
moving  away  from  each  other. 

Heavy  Instrument 

The  spectroscope,  although  made  of 
the  lightest  of  metals,  aluminum, 
weighs  about  1,200  pounds.  This  of 
course  includes  the  weight  of  tho 
three  cameras,  the  auxiliary  visual 
telescope,  and  the  temperature  case, 
which  Is  used  to  enclose  the  whole. 
This  last  is  rather  an  interesting  fea- 
ture in  Itaelf.  In  order  to  secure  ac- 
curacy In  astronomical  observations  of 
any  kind  equability  of  temperature  Is 
most  desirable,  but  In  such  very  fine 
work  as  comes  within  the  field  of  the 
spectroscope  it  Is  absolutely  essential. 
This  temperature-case  is  lined  with 
felt  Interwoven  with  electrical  wires, 
and  for  two  or  three  hours  before  ob- 
servations are  to  be  taken  the  current 
Is  turned  on  In  order  that  all  the  air 
and  parts  of  the  appartaus  may  be 
quite  equal   In   temperature. 

SUde    Plate-Holder 

A  second  very  Interesting  instru- 
ment has  also  Just  been  received  at 
the  Observatory.  This  Is  known  as 
the  double  slide  plate-holder,  and  is 
int^rnded  for  making  photographs  of 
parts  of  the  sky,  nebulae,  etc.  It  will 
be  fixed  at  the  end  of  tho  telescope 
opposite  the  mirror,  and  will  only  be 
of  use  when  the  latter  haa  been  fitted. 
The  mechanism  la  as  fine  and  accur- 
ate In  its  movements  as  a  watch,  and 
by     its     means     It     will  hf  possible  to 


of  the  4S-ton  telescope.  These  pre- 
cise niovenienta  c*n  be  carried 
out  simply  by  movlns  the  plate 
by  means  of  a  "double  allde"  moving 
at  rlgrht  angles.  The  star  under  ob- 
servation can  be  kept  In  tlie  same  po- 
sition In  the  centre  of  the  plate  by 
observing  with  little  telescopes  at- 
tached to  the  plate. 

This  instrument  first  came  Into  use 
about  twelve  or  fifteen  years  ago,  and 
with  Its  assistance  some  very  fine 
work  has  been  done  by  astronomers. 


VANCOUVER  PREFERS 
WEDNESDAY  CLOSING 

Mr.  J.  N.  Harvey  Tells  Board  of 
Trade  Mainland  Merchants 
and  Public  Would  Oppose 
Change.

That  Vancouver,  after  giving  a 
thorough  trial  to  compulsory  store- 
closing  on  Saturday  and  Wednesday, 
would  vote  practically  unanimously 
against  the  return  to  the  Saturday 
half- holiday,  was  the  statement  made 
to  the  Board  of  Trade  yesterday  by 
Mr.  J.  N.  Harvey,  president  of  the 
Vancouver  Retail  Merchants*  Associa- 
tion. 

"Vancouver  had  six  months'  experi- 
ence with  the  Saturday  hair-hollday 
after  the  act  was  Hrst  enforced."  said 
Mr.  Ilarvoy,  "and  we  have  now  had 
a  year  of  the  Wednesday  clo.sing.  I 
am  safe  in  saying  that  9.';  per  cent  of 
the  merchants  have  no  desire  to  re- 
turn to  the  ^Saturday  closing,  and  I 
say  that  after  consulting  with  the 
heads  of  the  city's  two  largest  de- 
partment houses,  too.  Bfith  employ- 
ers and  employees.  I  think,  are  now 
fully  aware  of  the  general  piililic's 
preference  to  the  Wednesday  holiday, 
and  any  attempt  at  changing  the  ex- 
isting regulation  would  meet  with  In- 
stant defeat." 

Amendments    indorsed 

Mr.  Harvey  was  asked  to  tell  of 
Vancouver's  attitude  on  the  holiday 
Issue  when  the  report  submitted  by 
the  Joint  employers'  and  employees' 
committee  on  proposed  amendments  to 
the  act  was  under  consideration.  Tho 
report,  which  embodies  some  minor  rec- 
ommendations that  were  previously 
published  in  The  Colonist,  was  re- 
ceived, and  the  committee  Instructed 
to  confer  with  the  committee  of  the 
Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  handling 
the  same  problem. 

That  the  parties  agitating  for  the 
continuance  of  the  Saturday  half-holi- 
day were  using  misstatements  to 
achieve  their  ends,  was  the  Inference 
of  Mr.  Beaumont  Boggs,  who  read  n 
circular  declaring  that  the  Wednes- 
day closing  had  met  with  dissatisfac- 
tion in  Vancouver  and  that  all  fac- 
tions were  uniting  to  change  condi- 
tions. "It  is  evident,"  he  said,  "that 
the  propaganda  being  issued  by  the 
advocates  of  Saturday  closing  is,  at 
least  In  this  instance,  false." 
Apply   to  Any  Day 

An  amendment  to  the  committee's 
report,  making  the  condltionb  recom- 
ended  apply  to  holidays  on  any  day  of 
the  week,  was  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  H. 
Bone,  and  adopted. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Fletcher,  in  seconding  the 
adoption  of  the  original  report  which 
had  been  moved  by  Mr.  H.  Thomas, 
thanked  the  president  and  secretary 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  for  their  co-^ 
operation  In  bringing  the  merchants 
and  clerks  together  without  friction.

AN  ACT  OF  COURAGE 
BY  CANADIAN  SOLDIER 

Pte.  S.  A.  Cheeseman,  Cana- 
dian Army  Medical  Corps, 
Mentioned  in  Orders  from 
first  Army  Headquarters, 


For  an  act  of  great  courage  on  the 
night  of  November  17  last  Pte.  B.  A. 
Cheeseman,  son  of  Mrs.  E.  Cheeseman, 
1122  North  Park  Street,  has  been  men- 
tioned in  routine  ord«rs  of  December 
6,  1S17.  headquarters  first  army,  France. 
The  fact  was  recorded  as  follows: 

"The  general  offlccr  commanding 
wishes  to  express  his  appreciation  of 
the  following  act  of  courage  on  the  part 


of   No.   61014.     Pte.     8.  A.   Cheeseman. 
Canadian  Army  Medical  Corps: 

"At  Berguea  on  the  night  of  the  17th 
November,  1917,  when  a  man  of  his  unit 
fell  off  a  barge  Into  the  canal,  and  ow- 
ing to  darkness  was  la  grave  danger  oC 
drownina,  Pte.  Cheeseman,  who  was  ful- 
ly attirsd,  with  tha  exception  of  his 
Jacket  and  cap,  dived  from  the  dook 
of  tho  barge  to  the  man's  rescue,  and 
at  considerable  personal  risk  succeed- 
ing In  bringing  him  to  fhe  side  of  tho 
barge,  where  assistance  was  at  hand. 

A  recora  of  the  above  will  be  made 
In  the  regimental  conduct  sheet  of  thia 
man.  In  accordance  with  paragraph  1»1J», 
King's   Regulations." 

Pte.  K  A.  Cheeseman  Is  the  son  of 
Mrs.  R.  Cheeseman,  of  11J8  North  Park 
Htreet,  Victoria.  He  enlisted  on  the 
10th  February,  1816,  at  the  Willows 
Camp  in  the  Army  Medical  Corps.  Ha 
went  overseas  in  April  of  the  sane 
year,  and  arrived  In  France  In  May.  He 
was  alretcher-bearer  for  two  yearM.

We   hop«   th«  niMMura   ot  Interest 
shown     by    the    attendance    at    the 
municipal  campaijrn  nteetlnsa  la  not 
•a  aucuiT  of  the  siae  of  the  vote  to 
be  polled  today.     Owlns  to  the  flnan- 
clal  problems  which  confront  the  city 
it  is  vital  that  the  citisena  as  a  whole 
should  choose,   with  the   utmost  dis- 
cretion,   those    to    whom    they    will 
entrust    the    administration    of    their 
affairs  for  the  coming  twelve  months. 
Of     the    f.OOO    or   so    names    on    the 
municipal  voters'   list,   at   least   6,000 
should  be  polled  today;    for  otherwlae 
the  reault  will  betray  a  proportionate 
lack   of    interest   which    will   be   ex- 
tremely regrettable  at  thia  crisis.     A 
civic    election,    ln«  the    eyes    of    the 
people,   is  shorn   of  much  of  Its  ex- 
citement when  there  Is  no  contest  for 
the    mayoralty.      That,    we    know,    is 
the   viewpoint   of   the   majority;     but 
we  hope   it  will  not  militate  against 
all '  who    have    a    stake    in    the    com- 
munity, and  who  can,   marking  their 
ballots  today  for  the  alderifken,  school 
trustees,  police  commissioners  and  the 
half-holiday    referendum.     Upon    the 
character    of     the    new  •  council    will 
depend  the  progress  made  In  solving 
our   outstanding   civic    problems:     we 
want    the    very    best    school    trustees 
at  a  time  when  so  much  discussion 
has     arisen     about     our     educational 
methods;     the    morality    of    the    city 
rests  to  some  extent  In  the  hands  of 
the  Police  Commission;   and  these  are 
all  questions  in  ^hich  the  citizens  as 
a  whole  have  Interests. 

The    delinquency  tax  problem   has 
bulked  more  largely  in  the  clvio  cam- 
paign than  any  other  question;    and 
rightly  so,   for   there  is  none   which 
presses  for  solution  more  imperative- 
ly.      There     are     certain     property- 
owners    who     have     been     fortunate 
enough   to  have  paid  up   their  taxes 
in  full.     These   consider,   or  at  least 
a  number  of  them  do.  that  those  who 
are  In  arrears  should  suffer.     On  the 
basis  of  the  unfair  legislation  which 
exists,    and    tinder    which     the    city 
operates,   they  are   probably  correct; 
but  when  they  stop  to  consider  they 
will  realise  that  if  a  measure  of  relief 
is  not  provided,  the  burden  of  taxa- 
tion to  make  up  the  deficiency  in  the 
sinking  fund  must  fall  on  the  prop- 
erty-owners  as   a    whole.      Tax   sales 
without    relief    will    inevitably    mean 
Increased    taxation    all    round.      The 
city  will  have  hundreds  of  pieces  of 
property    thrown    on    its    hands    and 
this    will    immediately    become    non- 
taxable,   with     the    result   that  those 
who  have  been  able  to  keep  up  their 
pajrmaBta    will    be    called    upon     to 
shouldar  an  additional  burden.  What- 
ever way  the  delinquency  problem  Is 
Viewed,  the  system  of  tax  sales  alone 
win    only  accentuate  our  dlfflcultiee. 
unless  at  first  there  Is  some  definite 
and  comprehensive  measure  of  relief 
based    on    an    equitable    arrangement 
which  will  distribute  the    burden    to 
such  an  extent  that  every  property- 
owner  will  be  given  a  fair  opportunity 
to  meet  hts  obligations. 

Credit  must  be  given  to  Mayor 
Todd,  to  Alderman  Cameron,  and  to 
Alderman  Sargent  for  having  come 
forward  with  definite  schemes  for 
the  rvllef  of  tar  delinqtiMits.  What 
they  proposed  showed  an  earnM^ 
destrk  to  meet  the  situation.  The 
solution  suggested  by  Alderman  Bar- 
gent  never  received  proper  eoasldera- 
tlon  because  the  City  Council  was 
already  apparently  bent  on  seeking 
legislation  based  on  the  propoejils  of 
tha  Mayor  and  Alderman  Cameron. 
We  know  that  other  aldermen  also 
to<ik  a  live  Interest  In  the  question, 
but.  as  a  matter  of  the  highest  civic 
Importance,  It  never  occupied  the 
Place  It  should  in  the  debates  of  the 
City  Council.  The  new  administration 
will  vi«w  the  situation  differently,  but 
at  the  same  time  it  is  neceesary  that 
thOM  sleeted  should  be  properly  Im- 
bu«d  with  a  desirs  to  do  what  Is  best 
for  the  city  as  a  whole  without  In- 
fllcUng  hardships  on  any  section  of 
the  community.  All  the  asptranu  to 
the  aldermanio  board  are  pledged  to 
regard  the  delinquency  sltoaUon  as  of 
moat  praasing  Importance.  Thia 
should  guaraatae  It  wni  be  Uken  up 
Imtnedlately  and  preset  a  until  a  real 
aolgtloa  la  raachad. 

The  Council  which  expiree  today 
did  some  good  work,  but  wa  ragrat 
it  iM  aat  vmr  mora  attention  to  tha 
flnaaeial  position  of  the  city.  At  tha 
tnatlgatioa  ot  Mayor  Todd  it  wva 
suoaeasful  In  promoting  produotloa 
by ,  tha  means  ot  lot  cultivation. 
Through  a  raaelution  Introduced  by 
AJ4annan  Sargaat  it  presaed  for  mod- 
ana  llMlUUaa  la  oonneotlon  with  tha 
new  ooaaa  dook^  ooupled  with  an 
ap0aal  to  the  Domtalon  Oovernmeat 
to  %rlnc  about  tha  aanatruetioa  ot  a 
new  drydoek  at  ESaqnImalt.  Many 
facfiltlaa  are  now  being  aatahllehed  at 
th<i  aaw  piara,  and  for  theaa  tha 
Coundf  can  elalm  a  goodly  share  ot 
crotUL  In  health  aM  maimla.

Uvely  well  with  the  money  at  Ita 
dispvaaL  The  cithiaaa.  it  they  hava 
any  raproaeh  for  any  memttere  of  tho 
past  aldermanle  board,  attrtbate  It  tA 
slaa  of  omission  rather  than  to  those 
of  commisaloa.  The  aldermen  in  their 
several  spheraa  of  awtlvlty  aa  mom- 
bers  of  different  municipal  commit- 
tees were  attentive  to  their  work,  but 
mora  Inltiatlva  would  have  brought 
better  reaalts.  As  a  body  they  should 
hav/ grappled  mora  doaely  with  the 
flaandal  sltnaUoa.  That  task  now 
rests  with  the  incoming  adminlatra- 
Uon. 

When  it  has  solved  tho  dalinqnaney 
tax  situation  the  city  should  im- 
mediately devote  attention  to  inquir* 
tng  Into  the  whole  system  of  taxation 
which  prevails.  Obviously  the  burden 
will  have  to  be  partially  lifted  from 
the  land  and  placed  elsewhere,  or 
else  there  will  be  little  or  no  induce- 
ment to  .  new-comers  to  eettle  hero. 
In  the  main  what  we  require  are  in- 
dustries and  population,  and  the  right 
to  live  without  being  overburdened 
with  taxation.  CouVicile  of  the  future 
must  take  a  lively  Interest  In  inducing 
Industries  to  come  to  Victoria,  in 
carrying  out  such  publicity  work  as 
will  attract  population,  and  in  re- 
forming taxation  methods.  To  carry 
on  as  we  are  going  will  not  make 
Victoria  a  city  of  prosperity.  Men  of 
initiative,  of  sound  business  sense, 
with  progressive  ideas  and  the  .'orce 
of  character  to  efTect  reforms,  are 
required  in  our  municipal  administra- 
tion. All  over  the  world,  191S  is  a 
year  of  crisis.  What  we  do  during\ 
the  coming  twelve  months  will  hava 
a  very  vital  influence  on  our  future. 
We  hope  the  citizens  will  realize  this 
te  the  full  and  show  their  realization 
by  interesting  themselves  more  close- 
ly in  civic  affairs  and  thus  breeding  a 
better  all  round  spirit  of  co-operation. 
A  first  step  will  be  the  turn  out  of 
a  large  vote  today  and  by  it  the 
choice  of  the  best  men  available  for 
civic  responsibility.

THE  liATE  MRS.  GOODACRE 


.  The  death  •  of  Mrs.  Ooodacre  re- 
moves one  from  our  midst  who  during 
the  past  half  century  has  accom- 
plished. In  an  unassuming  way,  much 
philanthropic  work.  In  the  eatabllsh- 
ment  of  a  home  for  aged  and  Inflrm 
women '  she  took  a  prominent  part, 
and  her  Interest  in  this  institution 
never  waned.  In  temperance  and 
missionary  work,  in  fact  in  every 
department  of  the  activities  of  the 
Methodist  Church,  she  made  her  in- 
fluence felt,  and  It  was  always  exerted 
for  the  beneflt  and  uplift  of  the 
community.  Movements  for  moral 
reform  ever  found  in  her  a  warm 
supporter  and  her  Interest  was  kept 
up  to  the  end.  Her  loss  will  be  deeply 
mourned  by  every  philanthropic  in- 
stitution In  the  city,  and  by  all  who 
had  reason  to  admire  her  sterling 
character  and  see  the  effects  of  what 
she  was  able  to  accomplish  in  a  life 
unselflshly  devoted  to  the  interests  of 
others.  The  community  as  a  whole 
will  extend  its  deepest  sympathy  to 
the  members  of  a  family  who  have 
sustained  such  a  great   loss. 


The  Bolshevist  ultimatum  to  the 
Roumanians  is  couched  in  very  war- 
like language  for  a  regime  which 
wishes  to  conclude  a  separate  peace 
with  Germany.  But  then  the  Rou- 
manians have  not  the  strength  of  the 
Central  Powers,  so  that  M.  L«nine 
and  his  followers  can  safely  assume 
a  bullying  attitude. 


If  the  report  is  true  that  German 
ammunition  factories  at  Karlsruhe 
have  been  forced  to  close,  the  reason 
is  probably  the  damage  caused  by  the 
latest  British  aerial  raid  over  that 
town.  The  shortage  of  coal  Is  hardly 
a  sufficient  excuse.  If  there  is  one 
commodity  with  which  Germany  is 
well  supplied  it  Is  coal. 


Submarine  sinkings  for  the  past 
week  show  a  very  gratifying  decline 
and  will  proportionately  reduce  the 
percentage  of  losses  for  January. 
Some  day  we  hope  the  Admiralty  will 
consider  it  wise  to  publish  the  net 
loss  each  week  in  tonnage.  It  la  only 
in  this  way  it  will  be  possible  for 
the  public  to  Judge  how  methods  for 
oombattlng  the  submarinea  have  ad- 
vanced. Such  publtdty  should  have 
the  effect  of  dtacopiaclag  tha  enemy, 
whereas  the  syAtam  now  prevailing 
mystifies  everyone  and  can  hardly 
serve  any  useful  military  purpose.

The  meeting  to  bear  the  civic  candi- 
dates which  the  Civic  Retrenchment 
Association  called  In  the  Princess  Thea- 
tre last  night  was  attended  by  125  peo- 
ple, who  followed  the  speakers  with 
close  attention,  giving^  applause  to 
some  and  asking  guestions  of  others 
of  the  candidates. 

Mrs.  SpofTord  said  that  when  tbe 
men  of  British  Columbia  gave  the  wo- 
men the  franchise  laat  year  they  ex- 
pected them  to  alBo  take  up  some  of  the 
dutiee  as  well  aa  the  privileges  which 
go  with  the  vote.  In  her  opinion  the 
Prohibition  Act  was  not  being  enforced 
in  Victoria  aa  it  should  be.  and  if  she 
is  elected  she  will  see  that  a  stronger 
effort  is  made  to  see  that  the  law  is 
ol>eyed.  She  pledged  herself  to  reor- 
,ganlse  the  police.  She  said  that  her 
position  In  regard  to  the  importation 
of  Chinese  labor  for  work  on  the  farms 
and  ranches  was  tbe  same  as  her  atti- 
tude at  the  time  of  the  agitation  to 
allow  Hindus  to  brlnn  in  their  wives, 
when  she  put  herself  on  record  as  l>e- 
llevlng  that  there  were  too  many 
Orientals   in   the  country  already. 

Mrs.  Andrews  said  that  a  poor  teacher 
was  dear  at  any  price,  and  she  favored 
the  payment  of  good  salaries,  with  a 
preference  to  locally  trained  teachers 
whenever  they  were  qualified  for  the 
positions.  She  pointed  to  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  In  Russia  as  an  ex- 
ample of  the  extremes  to  which  a  lack 
of  education  could  bring  a  democracy, 
and  stated  that  unless  the  rising  gen- 
eration were  properly  instructed  they 
would  be  nnable  to  handle  the  after-ttie- 
war  problems  in  a  mannef  which  will 
give  the  country  the  beat  results.  She 
said  that  muc^  of  the  talk  today  was 
about  what  ahould  be  done  for  the  re- 
turning aoidiers.  "Many  of  them  will 
never  return,  and  we  have  their  chil- 
dren to  raise  to  l>e  a  credit  to  their 
gallant  fathers,"  she  said  amid  applause 
as  she  fbok  her  seat. 

Aid.    Fullerton    assured    the    audience 
that  one  of  the  results  of  Victoria's  flre 
protection  expenditures  would   be  a  re- 
duction in  the  cost  of  insurance  in  the 
near  future,  the  two  engineers  who  re- 
cently visited  the  city  on  Itehalf  of  the 
Canadian  Underwriters'  Association  as- 
suring him  that  the  city  has  as.  good  a 
rating  as  New  Tork.     He  expected  that 
tbe  rate  for  household  insurance  would 
be  reduced  as  well  aa  the  cost  in   the 
business    district.      In    his    opinion    the 
handicap    which    the    city    suffers   as   a 
reault  of   the  cheaper   rates  for  power 
In   Vancouver  was  very   great   when  In 
competition  with  the  Mainland  for  new 
industries,    but    he    expected    that    the 
Shortt  report  would  have  an  early  effect 
in   reducing    lighting   costs    to    8    cents, 
in  place  of  the  present  11  cents. 
Wesk  Vet  Boae— Saved  Ooet 
Aid.    Johns    pointed    out    that    in    the 
present  year  the  streets  department  has 
saved   the   city   |1*«.000   by   not  having 
work   done  which   was  provided   ^or  in 
the  early  estimates.     "Tou  cannot  have 
your  pie  and  eat  it,   and  the  result  is 
that  we  have  the  pie  to  the  extent  of 
•  143,000,"    he    said.       While     admitting 
that   some   streets  are   In   a   deplorable 
condition,    he    thought    that    the    work 
should  be  done  In  the  local  improvement 
plan,  which  would  not  be  eypensive  for 
a    twelve-foot    macadam    roadway.      He 
admitted    that    he   was    opposed    to    thft 
Ijocal    Improvement    Law   as   a   generaf 
thing,  but  thought  that  if  people  wanted 
these  roads   made   they   should  pay   for 
them  out  of  their  own  pockets  and  not 
look  to  the  general  funds  for  them.    He 
showed  that  the  sale  of  spare  lead  pipe, 
braas   couplings,   junk   and   old   engines 
had   paid   for   two  new   buildings  in   the 
Oarbally  Road  yards  and  the  gathering 
together  of  the  city's  property  at  that 
yard  had  released  many   men  from  the 
city  payroll.     He  went  into  a  long  ex- 
planation   of    the   good    which    the   city 
market   has  done  in   the   way  of  keep- 
ing the  local  storekeepera  from  "hoist- 
ing prices  to  the  sky,"  saying,  "If  Mr. 
Dibble  tries  to  run  this  market,  he  will 
find  In  me  a  strong  opponent.     If  I  ran 
a  store.   I'd    have    to  buy    butter  from 
Tom.  Dick  and  Harry.     Some  would  be 
good,  some  bad  arid  very  soon  aM  would 
be  bad." 

Aid.  Peden  said  a  few  worda  on  the 
operation  of  the  Health  Department  and 
hoped  that  he  would  be  re-elected  on 
the  paat  year's  record. 

Aid.  DInsdale  said  the  past  council 
had  done  Its  best  to  get  an  equlUble 
solution  of  the  delinquent  tax  question, 
and  felt  sure  that  the  bill  which  will 
go  before  the  House  would  be  of  great 
assistance.  He  thought  that  the  city 
should  try  and  ret  more  Industries  here, 
saying,  "I  think  we  should  take  the 
grant  we  give  the  Tourist  Association 
and  hand  it  over  to  an  industrial  com- 
missioner la  order  that  we  may  have 
someone  on  the  lookout  for  more  indus- 
tries for  the  city,  for  when  we  have 
the  population  we  won't  have  tbe  tax 
drive  any  more." 

Mr.  joeeph  Patrick  eald  that  the 
meetings  which  have  been  held  during 
tbe  past  week  showed  that  the  public 
takee  but  lltUe  latereet  in  civio  poll- 
tica  "If  you  had  taken  mere  intereet 
In  theee  matters  In  paat  yeara.  you 
would  net  be  In  the  shape  you  are  to- 
day." he  aald.  He  pledged  hlmeelf,  if 
elected,  to  remember  at  all  times  that 
he  was  only  one  of  ten  elected  te  car- 
ry ea  the  civic  bualoess  and  to  be  a 
loyal  aupporter  of  Mayor  Todd  so  long 
as  he  approved  of  tbe  measures  sub- 
mitted. 

Aid.  Cameron  pointed  out  that  there 
is  ae  such  thing  as  relief  of  delinquent 
taxea.  aaylng  that  while  there  may  be 
seme  way  in  which  the  burden  eaa  be 
extended  over  a  term  of  years,  the 
money  wUI  have  te  be  paid  eome  time.

Travels  Two-Thirds  Way 
Round  World  by  Means  of 
Forged  Documents,  Land- 
ing in  Jail  in  Victoria. 


How  a  young  Gngllshman  by  the 
name  of  Joseph  Cyril  Godson  (allaa  Ar- 
thur Hill)  worked  hie  way  by  meana  of 
forged  military  documenta  from  France 
to  Victoria  was  shown  in  the  police 
court  yesterday  morning  when  Godson 
wa*  arraigned  before  Magistrate  Jay, 
charged  with  deaertlon  from  the  Im- 
perial Army. 

Before  enlisting  he  was  a  cinemato- 
graph operator  at  Hull,  England,  and 
soon  after  the  outbreak  of  hoatUltiea 
In  1914  joined  the  18th  Blaat  Torkahlre 
Regiment,  being  drafted  to  Egypt  and 
later  to  Marselllee.  France.  He  spent 
some  time  In  the  trenches  near  Abbe- 
ville and  took  French  leave  for  Paris 
on  one  occasion,  being  let  off  oh  sus- 
pended sentence.  While  on  his  way  to 
Rouen,  in  charge  of  a  corporal,  he  "gave 
the  escort  the  slip"  and  retemed  to 
Abbeville,  where  in  front  of  the  T.  M. 
C.  A.  he  picked  tip  a  railway  warrant 
belonging  to  one  Pte.  Arthur  Hill.  De. 
'eiding  to  use  the  warrant  and  discard 
his  own  name  in  favor  of  HIU's,  he 
started  off  on  his  long  journey  which 
waa  to  culminate  in  his  arrest  In  Vic- 
toria. The  warrant  paased  hkn  to  Mar- 
seilles, where  he  corrected  It  so  that 
he  had  no  trouble  In  reaching  Alex- 
andria. Kgypt.  After  serving  some  time 
here  on  depot  duty,  he  decided  on  a 
move  and  fixed  the  deatlnation  on  the 
warrant  to  read  Delhi,  but  on  reaching 
Bombay  last  April  found  that  a  new 
document  was  needed.  This  did  not 
trouble  him  long,  however,  as  he  soon 
found  a  Hindu  typist  who  aupplied  him. 
for  a  rupee,  with  the  necesaary  papers. 
A  couple  of  slgnaturea  of  officers,  to 
give  It  an  official  appearance,  completed 
the  document,  and  with  It  Godson  made 
his  way  unchallenged  to  Calcutta.  By 
forging  another  document  here  he  was 
taken  by  transport  to  Honakong,  where 
he  caught  a  transpaciflo  liner  to  Am- 
erica, landing  In  Victoria,  where  he  was 
halted  on  August  7  last  During  his 
joumeylngs  from  France  he  collected 
the  soldier's  allowance  for  Arthur  Hill 
at  the  varioua  military  depots  along  the 
way  and  roae  from  private  to  lance- 
corporal. 

In  a  letter  sent  to  the  military  auth- 
orities here,  written  while  he  was  be- 
ing held  In  the  city  lock-up  pending 
investigations  Into  his  past,  he  com- 
plained that  someone  had  played  g> 
"foolish  joke"  on  him  and  protested  aa 
a  man  who  had  been  wounded  twlee 
(which  was  shown  to  be  falae)  at  being 
held  In  the  city  jail,  denied  that  be 
was  a  forger  and  a  deserter  and  object- 
ed te  being  placed  with  civilian 
prisoners. 

He  waa  placed  In  cuatody  of  the  mili- 
tary police.

A  resolution  In  the  form  of  a  pro- 
test asalnat  the  rumored  move  of  the 
Workmen's  Compensation  Board  from 
this  dty  to  Vancouver  was  passed  at 
■n  emerrency  meetlnc  of  the  Victoria 
and  Island  Development  Association 
yesterday  afternoon,  as  many  of  the 


members  belnr  present  as  It  was  pos- 
sible to  ret  In  touch  with  on  short 
notice.  The  resolution  was  as  fol- 
low!. 

"Whereas  It  has  come  to  our  notice 
that  the  Workmen's  Compensation 
Board,  now  located  In  Victoria.  Is 
seriously  considering  the  advisability 
of  removing  to  another  city;  and 
whereas,  in  our  rplnion,  this  would 
be  a  serious  loss  to  this  city  and  would 
work  a  hardship  on  Industries  located 
here  and  affected  by  the  Workmen's 
Compensation  Act;  and  whereas,  It  is 
our  opinion  that  the  Act  can  be  ad- 
ministered more  efficiently  and  more 
economically  from  Victoria,  this  bein^ 
the  capital  city  of  the  Province,  and 
the  board,  when  located  here,  beinc: 
in  Intimate  touch  with  Government 
departments:  therefore  be  it  resolved 
that  this  association  protest  against 
the  contemplated  removal  of  the 
board's  offices  and  request  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board  to  reconsider  their 
Intention."

cent storms,  but  the  year  Just  closed 
has  been  kind  to  the  Industry  as  a 
whole  and  nhould  give  us  a  new  stock 
of  courage  to  work  for  still  better 
things.

Tbe  results  secured  by  this  delega- 
tion were  at  the  time  conaldered 
satisfactory,  as  promising  a  Urge 
measure  of  relief.  The  obvious 
remedy  for  the  anticipated  surplus 
was  to  Increase  consumption  In  the 
home  market,  and  fortunately  the  In- 
creased purobasing  power  of  the 
people  of  the  Prairie  and  Eastern  Pro- 
vinces made  this  remedy  practicable. 
With  this  end  In  view  the  Federal 
X>epartment  of  Agriculture  promised 
to  undertake  an  extensive  advertlalng 
campaign  to  Increass  consumption  and 
enlarge  the  home  market  for  Canadian 
apples,  and,  through  Vii/t  Food  Con- 
troller's Department,  to  give  every 
possible  assistance  in  distributing  the 
crops  at  reasonable  prkses.

Such   assistance   from    the    Govem<- 
ment  would  undoubtedly  have  been  of 
great  value  had  market  conditions  de- 
veloped   as    we   anticipated.       Fortun- 
ately for  the  British  Columbia  grower, 
the  conditions  were  quickly  and  radi- 
cally changed  by  the  paHlal  failure  of 
the    apple    crop    In    the    Eastern    Pro- 
vinces,  and  as   the  season   progressed 
it  became     evident     that  the  demand 
was   sufficiently  active    to   absorb   the 
entire    crop    of    British    Columbia   or- 
chards at  profitable  prices.     The  apple 
growers  of  this  Province,  through  the 
kindness    of   nature,    and    the    misfor- 
tune  of    their    Ontario    brethren,    nar- 
rowly escaped   a   great  disaster.     But 
I  wish  to  impress  upon  you   that   the 
conditions  which  threatened  us  In  1917 
and    from    which      we     so   fortunately 
escaped,  are  reasonably  certain  to  ex- 
ist  In   1918.      The  lack  of  tonnage  for 
the   export   of   non-essentials    will   not 
be      overcome,    but      rather    Increased 
during  the  coming  year  by  the  neces- 
sary transportation  of  troops  and  war 
materials  from  the  United  BUtes.  and 
it  would  now  appear  impossible  that 
there    will    be   an    export    market    for 
Canadian    apples    In    1918.       The    sur- 
plus  that   only    threatened    in    1917    Is, 
quite   cerUin    to    be    a   reality    in   the 
coming  year,  and   in   my  opinion   the 
Association    will   do   wisely   by   taking 
early    action    to    insure    the    carrying 
forward  of  the  work  begun  last  year. 
I   do   not   wish   to   be   considered  a 
pessimist   on      the     outlook    for   191S. 
While  I  am  convinced   that  we  have 
a  real  and  difficult  problem  ahead  of 
us,  I  feel  equally  confident  that  it  can 
be    satisfactorily    solved.       The    great 
Increase    of    wealth      war     conditions 
have  brought  to  the  Prairie  and  East- 
ern Provinces  means  a  much  greater 
purchasing  power,  and  the  high  prices 
of  all     other  fruits,     both   fresh   and 
canned,  will  help  to  Increase  the  de- 
Aand  for  apples  at  reasonable  prices, 
but   it    will    be    necessary    to   employ 
every  available  means  to  enlarge  our 
markets   and   to   secure   the   distribu- 
tion of  our  crop. 

Closely  connected  with  the  subject 
of  markets  Is  that  of  advertising. 
Previous  to  the  year  1917  the  Associa- 
tion had  carried  /»n  a  very  effective 
campaign  on  the  lines  of  general  ad- 
vertising of  British  Columbia  fruit, 
and  considering  the  comparatively 
small  amount  of  money  available  for 
this  purpose  the  results  were  most 
encouraging.  At  our  last  annual  con- 
vention a  resolution  was  adopted  ex- 
pressing the  "advisability- and  neces- 
sity of  continuing  and  Increasing  the 
advertising  campaign."  and  a  mandate 
was  given  to  your  executive  "to 
adopt  an  adequate  policy  both  as  to 
finance  and  the  conduct  of  the  ad- 
vertising." 

Your  executive  has  endeavored  to 
carry  out  this  mandate.  With  the 
active  assistant,  of  Mr.  McTaggert, 
then  prairie  markets  commissioner, 
the  subject  was  presented  to  growers 
at  meetings  held  throughout  the  Prov- 
ince, the  necessity  for  an  increased 
advertising  fund  was  made  plain,  and 
an  appeal  made  for  a  general  contri- 
bution by  all  growers  on  the  basis  of 
1  cent  per  box  of  their  1917  crop. 
This  appeal  met  with  a  very  generous 
response  from  a  great  majority  of  the 
growers  and  resolutions  were  passed 
at  many  of  the  meetings  endorsing  the 
plan. 

Your  executive  could  see  no  prac- 
tical way  of  collecUng  the  proposed 
assessment  except  through  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  various  shipping  Arms 
and  organizations,  and  the  matter  was 
placed  before  them  with  a  suggested 
plan  for  collecting  from  the  growers. 
Here  the  first,  and  unfortunately  the 
fatal,  difficulty  was  encountered. 
Many  shippers  approved  the  plan  and 
were  ready  to  conform  to  it  provMed 
all  other  shipers  did  the  same,  a  -quite 
proper  view,  for  what  is  for  the  bene- 
fit of  all  should  have  the  support  of 
all,  but  It  became  evident  that  ttin 
consent  of  all  shippers  could  not  ba 
obulned  and  for  lack  of  any  ma- 
chinery to  collect  It  the  proposed  as- 
sessment fell  to  the  ground.  Some  of 
the  shipping  organisations  have 
stepped  Into  the  breach  and  have  ad- 
vertised throughout  the  season  and 
naturally  have  advertised  their  special 
brands,  but  there  has  l>ecn  no  general 
advertising  for  the  benefit  of  the 
whole  industrj'. 

Personally,  I  regret  that  the  general 
advertising  should  be  allowed  to 
lapse.  During  the  past  year  the  de- 
mand for  fruits  of  all  kinds  has  been 
sufficiently  active  to  make  sneh  ad- 
vertising unnecessary  for  Immediate 
results,  but.  as  I  have  already  said,  I 
believe  that  in  the  cothtng  year  we 
will  h»\-e  greater  need  of  it  than  ever 
before.  I  have  referred  to  the  adver- 
tising campaign  as  promised  by  th« 
Federal  GovemnMnt  had  the  condi- 
tions made  It  n^Sssary  last  year. 
Should  this  be  carried  out  during  the 
coming  season.  It  must  be  borne  In 
mind  that  It  will  advertise  not  Brit- 
ish Colarabia  but  Canadian  fmit  and. 
while  we  will  participate  In  the  bene- 
fits, we  should  supplement  It  by  gen- 
erous advertisement  of  our  own  pro- 
da<fts.  I  might  say.  further,  that  no 
man  has  the  right  to  appeal  to  the 
state  for  relief  until  he  has  employed 
f^ery  means  In  his  power  to  help 
himself. 

Perhaps  the  most  serloos  question 
you  will  hsve  to  consider  at  this  con- 
vention Is  that  of  labor.  We  hear 
from  an  quarters  the  cry  that  eoly 
hy  tnereaaed  producttoa  can  we  avoid 
a  ssrloas  world  shortage  of  food,  and 
possibly  a  world  fbmlna.  I  believe 
that  sTcrr  man  who  tins  the  soil  Is

of  his  ability,  but  in  order  to  do  this 
he  requires  three  things,  all  equally 
necessary — land,  capital  and  labor.  We 
have  here  In  our  Province  tho  neces- 
sary land,  plenty  of  It.  Capital  may 
be  limited,  but  the  Government  has 
provided  a  way  for  securing  aildltlonal 
working  capital  for  Increased  effort. 
But  the  last  Item,  and  not  the  least 
Important  of  the  three,  our  labor,  has 
been  decreasing  steadily  for  the  past 
three  years,  and  although  It  must 
have  been  apparent  to  every  thinking 
man  that  production  could  not  be 
maintained,  much  less  increased,  un- 
less the  necessarj-  labor  was  provided, 
no  action  has  been  taken  to  adequate- 
ly ^eet  this  situation. 

At  the  last  Fruit  Growers'  Conven- 
tion, a  resolution  was  passed  suggest- 
ing a  remedy  for  the  shortage  of  la- 
bor. The  executive  was  instructed  to 
make  representations  to  the  Provin- 
cial Government,  but  the  remedy  sug- 
gested by  you  was  not  acceptable  to 
the  Government,  and  nothing  has  been 
accomplished. 

The  time  has  npw  arrived  when  this 
problem  must  bo  solved  and  an  ade- 
quate supply  of  labor  be  provided.  If 
the  fruit  growers  end  farmers  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  arc  to  continue  to  culti- 
vate their  lands  and  do  their  part  to- 
ward feeding  the  world.  Resolutions 
on  this  subject  will  be  before  you  at 
this  convention,  for  which  I  beg  your 
earnest  consideration.  This  Is  the 
most  vital  question  faring  the  people 
of  this  Province  today,  and  I  trust 
that  you  will  give  such  forceful  ex- 
pression to  the  needs,  and  I  might 
even  say  the  demands,  of  the  agricul- 
tural community  as  will  bring  about 
some    effective   action. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  lost 
the  services  of  R  M.  WinSlow,  formerly 
Provincial  Horticulturallst,  who  for  so 
many  years  has  been  the  efficient  sec- 
retary of  this  association.  His  wide  and 
comprehensive  knowledge  of  the  fruit 
industry  and  of  its  needs  have  been  of 
Ineatlmable  value,  and  we  have  been  In- 
debted to  bis  untiring  energy  for  much 
of  the  improvement  In  the  conditions 
affecting  our  industry.  The  executive 
regarded  his  departure  as  a  great  mis- 
fortune, but  consider  that  they  met 
with  equal  good  fortune  when,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Hon.  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, and  the  considerate  kindness  of 
the  Board  of  Governors  of  th«  Univer- 
sity  of  British  Columbia,  we  were  able 
to  secure  th«  services  of  Professor  F. 
M.  Clement,  Chief  of  the  Department  of 
Horticulture  of  the  University. 

Before  closing,  I  wish  to  thank  the 
members  of  the  executive  who  have 
been  associated  with  me  for  the  past 
year  for  the  cheerful  response  to  every 
rail  made  upon  them.  They  have  given 
freely  of  their  time,  often,  I  fear,  at 
serious  Inconvenience,  but  for  the  bet- 
ter welfare,  I  hope,  of  the  asnoclatlon. 
It  would  not  be  fitting  should  I  omit 
a  word  of  tribute  to  those  of  our  mem- 
bers who  are  lighting  In  the  sreat  battle 
for  the  world's  freedom.  The  fruit  in- 
dustry has  sent  many  of  Its  bravest 
and  l>est  to  the  trenches  of  Kurope. 
and  we  should  not  forget  that  they  are 
fighting  our  battles,  fighting  for  otir 
freedom,  and  to  make  the  world  a  bet- 
ter place  for  us  to  live  in.  Nor  should 
we  forget  that  w%  are  the  trustees  of 
all  they  have  left  behind  them,  and 
that  we  must  not  fall  to  so  guard  their 
interests '  tliat  when  they  return  they 
may  take  up  again  their  life  work  with 
good  hope  and  cheerful  content'. 

To  many  of  us  during  the  past  year 
have  come  messages  bringing  a  shock 
of  grief  and  sorrow  that  another  bright 
young  fSce  had  gone  out  of  our  lives. 
We  mark  their  names  on  our  roll  of 
honor,  net  with  signs  of  mourning,  but 
with  a  golden  star,  and  when  the  final 
victory  comes,  we  will  remember  that 
it  Is  they  who  have  paid  the  price  and 
theirs  lie  the  glory. 


The  treasurer's  report  was  combined 
with  that  of  the  executive.  A  clause 
under  Government  aid  called  attention 
to  the  fact  that  due  to  general  finan- 
cial conditions  the  Government  had 
found  It  necessary  to^  reduce  the  grant 
to  the  Association  for  the  current  year 
from    95.000   to   |t.900. 

Report  on  membership  showed  that 
there  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  Just 
closed  thirteen  life  members  and  %%i 
annual  members,  the  latter  number  be- 
ing a  distinct  falling  off  from  the  mem- 
l>ership  of  191S,  whea  the  roster  was 
•••.  The  decrease  is  doubtless  due  to 
the  drainage  of  the  war. 

The  statement  of  receipts  and  expen- 
ditures for  the  year  showed  the  former 
to  be  |t,l91.62.

Mrs.  Whyte-Blrch,  one  of  the  few 
lady  members  of  the  association,  was 
responsibte  for  the  throwing  out  of  a 
resolution  preteating  against  a  dlstlse- 
tton  being  made  betwsen  erehard  labor 
and  ordinary  farm  labor  by  the  military 
tribunals  on  the  groaad  that  fmlt  was 
nefded  and  orrharda  If  neglected  woald 
li*  a  loos  to  the  nation:  and  the  fsr- 
ther  protest  against  the  depletion  of  ne- 
csesary   Isbor    "owing   te   the    wsjr   the 


Military  Service  Act  has  been  carried 
out  In  our  fruit  districts."  Mrs.  Whyte- 
Blrch  asked  if  such  a  resolution  was 
thoroughly,  patriotic,  and  on  the 
st.-ength  of  this  the  protest  was  "dis- 
lodged." 

Summerland  fruit  growers,  throuif h 
Mr.  G.  J.  C.  White,  brought  in  a  reso- 
lution "that  we  memorialise  the  Gov- 
ernment through  the  Department  of 
Horticulture,  and  request  that  steps  be 
taken  to  utilise  to  the  best  advantage 
possible  every  available  source  of  help." 
In  view  of  the-  heavy  enlistment  of 
workers  on  farms  and  orchards  and  In 
packing  houses,  the  shortage  of  labor, 
the  need  for  production  and  conserva- 
tion of  food. 

The  following  suggestions  and  re- 
quests were  embodied  In  this  resolution, 
which  was  considered  clause  by  clause 
and  passed  In  its  entirety: 

(1)  That  the  packing  schooH  be  oper- 
ated again  this  season,  both  for  adults 
and  the  young  people  of  our  public 
schools: 

.  (2)  That  elasticity  be  given  to  the 
course  of  the  high  schools  and  higher 
grades  in  our  public  schools.  In  our 
fruit-raising  districts,  and  that  the 
children  be  encouraged  to  do  their  part 
to  help  In   the  national  crisis; 

(8)  That  the.  Department  of  Kduca- 
tlon  discontinue  the  Bummer  schools 
for  teachers  for  the  present  and  en- 
courage the  teachers  during  the  holi- 
days to  offer  their  services  for  national 
work,  and  find  by  circular  who  will  re- 
spond and  help  Mace  them  in  the  fruit 
districts; 

(4)  That  night  aohools  for  Instruc- 
tion In  the  gathering  and  packing  of 
fruit  be  opened  In  our  cities,  so  that 
those  who  may  b«>  able  to  go  to  the 
country  to  help  In  these  operations  may 
receive  Instruction  that  will  enable 
them  the  more  quickly  to  become  ex- 
pert and  useful  in  the  work  and  that 
IlHts  of  tliexe  pupils  be  made  available 
for   employers. 

A  resolution  favoring  Government 
organisation  of  labor  was  brought  in  by 
the  Nanai  mo- Duncan  branch,  which 
urges  such  measure  for  the  duration  ot 
the  war  and  for  «uch  time  after  its 
cessation  as  they  may  deem  proper.  In 
order  to  enable  the  agricultural  prod- 
ucts of  the  Province  to  be  maintained 
and  Increased.  That  labor  bureaus  or 
employment  agencies,  under  t>roper 
supervision,  be  established  or  eneour- 
aged  In  the  different  centres  to  care 
tor  the  welfare  of  the  laborers  In  re- 
gard     to      boarding-houses,     etc..     and 


where  tney  may  register,  and  where 
those  requiring  help  may  also  register, 
stating  when  and  how  much  help  they 
require  and  facilitating  the  passing  ef 
labor  from  one  to  another  without  loss 
of  time.  ^^— •

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The  discussion  arising  from  the  In- 
Uoductloa  of  a  resolution  asking  the 
Dominion  Oovernment  to  provide  legia> 
lation  permitting  the  introduction  of 
Oriental  labor  "for  the  duration  of  the 
war  and  such  time  thereafter  as  may 
be  deemed  proper,  such  labor  to  be  un- 
der strict  sunarvislon  and  for  agrlcul- 
turai  purposes  only,"  was  the  subject  of 
eloquent  debate  at  the  twenty-eighth  an- 
nual meeting  of  the  B.  C.  Fruit  Grow- 
ers' Aasociatlon,  which  opened  its  ses- 
sions at  the  Empress  Hotel  yesterday 
morning.  It  was.  In  fact,  the  most  In- 
teresting and  outstanding  of  the  discus- 
sions during  the  day.  and  support  and 
opposition,  the  latter  In  the  form  of  a 
counter-resolution,  were  almost  equally 
forceful.  Owing  to  the  lateneiis  of  the 
hour  the  matter  was  laid  on  the  table 
for   further   discussion    today. 

Standing  third  in  the  report  of  the 
resolutions  committee.  It  wa«  the  laat- 
debated  question  of  the  afternoon.  Mr. 
Taylor,  of  Kelowna,  moved  the  first 
clause,  supportlnir  the  Introduction  of 
Oriental  labor  with  the  preamble: 
"Whereas,  this  convention  of  the  B.  C. 
v.  O.  A.,  bellevlnK  that  the  only  pos- 
sible adequate  supply  of  labor  under  ex- 
istlnyr  conditions  Is  Oriental,  consider 
that  itfl  importation,  under  sultaMe  re- 
strictions, must  be  accepted  as  Inevit- 
able, Just  as  it  has  been  so  considered 
in  France."  Here  followed  the  resolu- 
tion 88  Klven  above.  Thereafter  was 
appended  the  suRgeptlon  that  a  copy  of 
the  resolution  be  sent  to  the  Provincial 
Ooverment  of  British  Columbia  and  to 
the    Dominion    Oovernment. 

Contra   Xeoolntioa 

Mr.  Huntley,  representing  the  Pcntlc- 
ton  Association  of  Fruit  throwers, 
brought   In    the  contra  resolution: 

"Resolved:  That  this  meeting  does 
not  endorse  the  resolution  passed  by  the 
B.  C.  F.  G.  A.  last  year  asking  the 
Oovernment  to  Introduce  Indentured 
Asiatic  labor,  but  that  we  feel  that  for 
the  present  we  had  better  try  out  every 
other  method  of  getting  our  own  coun- 
try women  and  girls,  also  returned  sol- 
diers, to  gather  the  fruit  in  our  or- 
chards." 

Vavora   MxiagiMg   Ohtaeae 

"This  is  one  of  the  most  Important 
resolutions  that  has  come  up  at  our 
meeting,"  said  Mr.  Taylor,  In  moving 
the  resolution  favoring  bringing  In 
OrieiHal  labor.  Tt  was  all  In  line  with 
patriotism  and  production,  he  claimed. 
He  acknowledged  the  splendid  way  In 
which  the  women  of  the  Province  had 
come  forward  last  Hummer  and  offered 
their  help.  They  had  responded  nobly. 
But  he  thought  even  the  ladles  now 
would  acknowledge  that  they  could  not 
take  the  place  of  Asiatics  at  the  pre- 
sent time.  This  was  particularly  true 
in  the  matter  of  truck  growing.  In  his 
particular  section  (Kelowna)  onions 
were  very  largely  grown  In  the  or- 
chards. Everyone  would  concede  that 
there  was  no  white  labor  In  the  coun- 
try Just  now  that  was  capable  of  pro- 
ducing onions  and  carrots.  Yet  the 
Oovernment  was  asking  the  farmers  to 
produce  a  larger  quantity  than  they  had 
produced  hitherto.  Of  course  the  far- 
mers were  trying  to  do  so,  but  under 
present  labor  conditions  they  could  not 
hope  to  produce  more  than  fifty  per 
cent   of   last   year's   supply. 

"It  Is  up  to  the  Oovernment  If  they 
want  the  stuff  produced  to  give  us  the 
means  to  produce  it,"  maintained  Mr. 
Taylor. 

ZnaeBtared  ZMtbor 

There  was  a  great  misconception  re- 
garding Asiatic  (Indentured)  labor.  The 
majority  of  people  theoretically  were 
not  in  favor  of  It,  said  the  speaker.  Tt 
was  not  a  new  idea  though.  Indenture 
would  simply  mean  in  the  form  sug- 
gested in  the  resolution  that  the  Oov- 
ernment of  Canada  would  make  an  ar- 
rangement with  the  Oovernment  of 
China  that  a  certain  number  of  Chinese 
would  be  allowed  to  come  over  for  a 
certain  period,  at  the  end  of  which 
period  they  would  be  allowed  to  return 
to  China.  They  would  work  for  fixed 
wages.  The  whole  country  would  not, 
as  some  people  feared,  be  over-run  with 
escaped  Chinamen  The  aystem  of  po- 
licing the  Asiatics  In  vogue  In  Africa 
might  be  tried  here.  The  whole  scheme 
should  not  be  thrown  out  because  of 
the  fear  of  the  few  that  the  coimtry 
would  swarm  with  escaped  Chinese, 

"^""e  all  acknowledge  that  the  Chinese 
are  getting  the  upper  hand  and  demand- 
ing exorbitant  wages,"  continued  Mr. 
Taylor.  Of  the  100  per  cent  made  from 
farming  sixty  per  cent  went  to  China 
and  forty  per  cent  to  the  white  man— 
and  the  white  man  out  of  that  forty 
had  to  pay  for  seed,  etc. 

"It  la  absolutely  Impossible  for  the 
white  man  to  produce  stuff  on  tho^e 
terms,"  empbasired  Mr.  Taylor. 

He  apoke  of  the  wages  of  Chinese. 
As  much  as  16  a  day  was  being  asked. 
If  there  were  adapted  some  system  of 
bringing  In  indentured  Aslastics  this 
hold-up  would  not  be  possible. 
Waylay  Mm  Boata 
A  suggestion  not  actually  embodied  In 
the  resolution  was  voiced  by  Mr.  Tay- 
lor: Would  It  not  be  possible  for  the 
matter  to  be  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Imperial  Oovernment  and  their 
con.«ent  won  to  allow  a  certain  number 
of  the  Chinese  passing  through  here  to 
France  to  stop  off  for  a  short  time  to 
help  the  farmers  In  British  Columbia? 

What  to  do  with  a  surplus  of  Chi- 
nese at  other  than  the  farroln«r  aea- 
aona  of  the  year  waa  a  queatlon  which 
troubled  aome  people.  Let  them  be 
put  to  work  In  the  lumber  induatr)-. 

"We  have  no  wlah  to  replace  the 
whIteV  man  with  the  Chinaman."  said 
the  speaker  reaaaurlncly.  He  recalled 
that  the  labor  unlona  laat  year  had 
oppoaed  the  Chineae.  Now,  he  felt 
sure,  theae  labor  unlona  would  no 
lonser  offer  oppoaitlon.  They  them- 
selvea  had  rcallied  the  need  of  cheaper 
labor.  The  preacnt  condition  waa  af- 
fecting their  pocketa. 

"There  waa  oppoaitlon  from  the 
women's  orsanlsatlona  alao,"  Mr.  Tay- 
lor remembered.  *1BQt  I  think  now 
that  opinion  la  entlraly  chanced  and 
that  we  have  the  woman  with  oa."  Ha 
had  noted  that  one  of  the  womea'a  or- 
sanlsatlona had  (laaaed  a  raaolntlon 
recently  in  favor  of  Indentured  Chinese 
lattor.  (Mra.  IKliyte- Birch  afterwarda 
atated  that  thts  waa  the  Victoria  Local 
Couacll  of  Women.  refireaaBttaiv  atzty 
afllllatad  women'a  ortaataattoiia.)  Re 
believed  tha  Duncan  Women'a  Inatl- 
tnte  had  alao  approved  the  Importa- 
tirtn  of  Chinaoe. 
"It  i»  atavly  and  puraly  a  war 


aura.     It  la  Juat  aa  Important  to  pro- 


duea  M  It  11  to  9gm.  ana  ttta  only 
aolutlon  for  the  tbli«  \m  Indentured 
Chloeae  labor."  concluded  Mr.  Taylor. 
Mr.  Carmtbera  (Kelowna)  lupported 
the  reaolutlon. 

Aa  ladlgiilty 
"You  are  puttios  Indlsnltlea  on  a 
raca  that  la  aecood  to  none,"  avowed 
Mr.  Huntley,  repreaentlns  the  Penile - 
ton  I-Yult  Growera,  who  brought  In  the 
counter-resolution  to  that  aupported  In 
the   foregolns  argument: 

"That  thla  meeting  doea  not  endorse 
the  reaolutlon  paaaed  by  the  B.CJT.G.A. 
last  year  aaklns  the  Government  to 
Introduce  indentured  Aalatlc  labor,  but 
that  we  feel  that  for  the  present  we 
had  better  try  out  every  other  nuahud 
of  gettins  our  own  countrywomen  and 
Slrla.  alao  returned  soldiers,  to  gather 
the  fruit  in  our  orchards." 

"I  have  llvtU  In  China  fi«r  twenty 
years  and  have  ntudlod  the  race  from 
all  anslea.  I  love  the  Chinese.  I  alttu 
love  my  own  country.  But  I  cuimot 
see  auch  a  r<>aolutlon  as  that  favoring 
Indentured  Chinese  labor  paaa  without 
putting  up  a  \eTy  stronr  tight.  It  ia 
a  subject  on  which  I  f«!«l  very 
atronsly."  said  Mr.  Huntley,  in  begUi- 
nlng  hla  argument. 

H^  recalled  ttuit  China  had  hot  al- 
ways been  Judiciously  dealt  with  by 
the  British  Empire.  He  spoke  «ir  the 
two  opium  wars  "forced  on  China." 
And  in  British  Columbia  the  Chinese 
"bad  been  outraged  with  tho  luadtax. " 
Now  the  Chineae  were  to  be  put  under 
police  surveillance  "and  their  ilriKi-r- 
luarka  takon  lest  they  escaped."  This 
was  iiutting  Indlgnltli'.s  on  a  ruto 
second  to  none. 

He  spoke  of  the  \"ast  population  of 
the  neighboring  n.itlon,  400.000,000. 
That  was  a  homogcncouH  race,  a  proud 
but  docile  people.  "And  they  are 
sizing  up  the  situation.  Thiy  are 
looking  at  Uf*.  .Vml  In  tlnm  to  <-iiin<> 
there  will  be  an  organized  iiropaRatidu 
If  we  do  not  .'■eat  thoni  rlKht,"  •  (m- 
tlnued    the   speaker. 

"There  must  be  a  time  when  that 
iountry  will  turn  round  iiolltUully  ami 
assail  this  country,  and  ihey  will  be 
backed  by  the  Japane.se,"  lie  contlnupfl. 
He  added  that  there  waa  little  doul)t 
tliat  any  such  movement  would  have 
the  sympathy  of  India. 

"We  should  do  everything  we  can  to 
feed  our  soldiers,  but  at  not  too  great 
a  cost."  he  maintttined.  He  heatedly 
opiiosed  the  suggestion  at  trying  to 
Induce  the  Imperial  <,»o\ernnient  to 
lend  the  (Jhlm  Be  travelling  through 
here  to  the  war  zone  for  the  purpoHen 
proposed. 

"We  should  either  let  these  Chinese 
come  In  on  an  e(|UQllty  with  those  al- 
ready here,  or,  like  New  Zealand,  bar 
them  altogether,"  he  urged. 

Conscript  White  Man 
"If  we  cannot  grow  onions  and  car- 
rots, lis  one  of  the  speakers  has  said, 
then  we  are  not  worthy  to  have  this 
big,  tine  country,"  ho  continued.  His 
solution  of  the  difflculty  waa  to  mobi- 
lize and  conscript  the  white  labor  al- 
ready here.  The  Internes  In  the  in- 
ternment camps  were  costing,  he  un- 
derstood, $17  a  head  monthly.  Yet 
they  were  being  made  to  do  practically 
nothing.  Let  them  be  conscripted  for 
labor  on  the  farms.  Let  them  con- 
script the  boys  who  were  breaking 
windows,   graduating   for  hooligans. 

"There  la  labor  here  if  we  would  or- 
ganize It,"  he  held. 

Mr.  Huntley  was  not  Indifferent  to 
the  viewpoint  of  the  movers  of  the 
first  resolution.  That  was  the  view  of 
the  orchardist  and  waa  in  a  measure 
excusable.  But  he  did  see  the  flrreat 
danger  ahead  if  such  an  idea  gained 
Its  course.  The  cost  would  be  dear. 
Form  of  Contract 
.Mr.  Reekie,  of  Kelowna,  pointed  out 
that  indenture  was  but  a  form  of  con- 
tract. Let  the  Chinese  come  In  under 
contract  and  let  them  be  'punished  if 
they  broke  that  contract  Juat  as  any 
white  man  would  be  punished.  It  was 
considered  no  indignity  for  a  white 
man  to  be  asked  to  stand  by  the  terms 
of  a  contract.  It  should  be  no  greater 
indignity  to  a  Chinaman.  Taking  the 
Chinese  en  route  to  France,  as  sug- 
gested, would  be  helping  the  Chinaman 
financially  and  would  also  help  tho 
farmer.  The  exclusion  law  ho  con- 
sidered a  bigger  indignity  thair'  the 
headta'x. 

Mr.  Reekie  maintained  that  tho 
labor  unions  would  still  be  opposed  to 
the  introduction  of  Chinese  labor. 

The  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table 
until  this  morning,  when  the  debate 
will  be  resumed.

Cree.  late 
of  Femic,  and  also  very  well  known 
in  Victoria,  passed  away  yesterday  at

Astro  -  Physical  Observatory,  an- 
nounced yesterday  morning  that  he 
had  received  official  Intimation  from 
the  Oeographic  Board  of  Caiiada  at 
Ottawa  to  the  effect  that  the  name 
ot  the  hill  on  which  the  observatory 
is  situated  Is  henceforth  to  be  de- 
slRnated  "Observatory  Hill"  by  the 
Board,  so  as  to  avoid  confusion  be- 
tween the  names  "Little  Saanich" 
and  "VHk  Saanich"  Mountains. 
■Little  Haanlch"  Is  the  hill  on  which 
the  observatory  is  situated.  "Bis 
Saanich,"  ita  neighbor  to  the  west, 
is  henceforth  to  be  designated  by 
the  Geographic  Board  of  Canada  as 
"Mount   Wark." 

The  actual  messaffo  from  the 
Board    at    Ottawa    reads   as    follows: 

"The  name  Observatory  Hill  supr- 
Sested  in  your  letter  of  December 
10  as  a  more  suitable  name  for  the 
hill  on  which  the  observatory  Is 
Hituated  waa  approved  by  the  Board 
r>n  Tuesday  .  Note  that  the  ap- 
proved name  of  Biff  Haanlch  Moun- 
tain   is   now    Mount    Wark." 

By  thla  "official"  chanaingr  of  tho 
namea  of  the  two  prominences 
which  are  so  familiar  to  Saanich 
Peninsula  dwellera  as  "Little  Saan''' ' 
Ich"  and  "Biff  Saanich"  Mountain's, 
the  first  step  is  taken  in  the  de- 
popularisinir  of  the  old  nomenclature. 


It  will  probably  be  a  generation  at 
least  before  the  usage  of  ttie  hiatorlo 
namea  becomes  extinct,  but  in  gao- 
graphien  published  from  this  data 
henceforth  the  newer  namea  will  be 
found,  and  in  course  of  time  the 
novelty    will    become    the    custom. 

It  appears  that  Big  Buanlch  Moun- 
tain has  really  been  entlt^d  to  the 
name  Mount  Wark  for  a  considerable 
time.  Wark  is  a  name  associated 
with  the  early  history  of  Victoria, 
Work  Point  having  been  originally 
Wark  Point,  named  after  one  of  tho 
early  fathers  of  Victoria.  In  ai  topo- 
graphical map  of  Canada  brought 
out  by  an  officer  of  the  Geological 
Survey  of  Canada  about  nve  years 
ago,  "Big  Saanich"  is  marked  only 
as  "Mount  Wark."  When  Dr.  PJaa- 
kett  was  making  his  suggestion  to 
the  Geographic  Board  he  called  at- 
tention   to   this. 

It  is  obvious  that  the  similarity  of 
the  old  popular  names  for  the  two 
mountains  might  lead  to  consider- 
able confusion  among  visitors,  par- 
ticularly th(j^  who  come  with  the 
special  purpose  of  seeing  the  Ohaer- 
vatory.  .  An<J  the  mere  placing  of 
so  important  a  building  on  Vancou- 
ver Island  haa  attracted  tho  atten- 
tion of  students  from  all  r)vcr  tho 
world  to  a  700-foot  hill  which  other- 
wise might  have  remained  for  nil 
time  nothing  more  than  one  of  the 
several  lovely  eminences  of  Victoria 
diatrlct.

President 
James  Forman  denied  the  report  tliat 
the  Board  of  Trade  had  prjsWoijsly  pro- 
tested ax<^'nst  the  withdrawal  of.  the 
Compensation  Board  offices  when  the 
possibilities  of  such  action  were  ru- 
mored some  time  ago.  It  was  ascer- 
tained later,  however,  that  Board  ot 
Trade  members,  individually,  had  done 
mo,  having  put  a  strong  case  to  the 
Government  as  to  why  the  offices 
should  be  retained  In  Victoria. 
Protest  Xm  Opportoae 
,  _  "If  we  have  made  no  protest,  then  I 
think  It  is  time  we  did  make  one."  de- 
clared Mr.  George  I.  Warren.  "Tbe  re- 
tention of  the  Compensation  Board  of- 
floea  in  Victoria  Is  of  vlUl  Interest  to 
the  city,  and  I  think  we  should  vigor- 
ously oppose  any  move  to  take  them 
away.  It  Is  an  open  secret  that  It  is 
the  Intention  to  transfer  them  to  the 
Mainland." 

President  Forman  suggested  that  a 
committee  might  take  up  the  matter, 
and  the  plan  was  adopted. 

During  his  thlrty-mlnute  address, 
Mr.  Parker  Williams  briefly  outlined 
the  functions  of  the  Workmen's  Com- 
pensation Board  since  its  establishment. 
He  said  that  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  the  board  had  collected  $888,- 
817  in  assessments  from  employers,  and 
the  money  received  from  workmen 
amounted  to  f71,«15.  The  notices  of 
Injury  received  from  the  board  amount- 
ed to  18,684,  although  these  were  not 
all  claims  for  compensation. 
dennaay'a  aoheae 
Mr.  Williams  recalled  that  work- 
men's compensation  In  principle  had 
been  first  introduced  in  Germany, 
where  It  was  used  to  build  up  the  back- 
bone of  an  Industrial  class  Intended  for 
ultimate  wor^  domination.  It  had 
been  largely  an  agent  in  transforming 
Germany  from  in  agricultural  to  an  in- 
dustrial nation.  The  British  Columbia 
act,  however,  had  been  modelled  after 
the  statutes  in  effect  In  Washington 
and  New  York  states. 

Before  the  act  was  enforced,  Mr.  Wil- 
liams said,  it  was  never  considered 
profitable  for  the  worklngman  td"  enter 
Into  a  lawsuit  against  hln  employer  for 
Injury  sustained  in  an  industrial  plant, 
because  In  the  majotlty  oC  caeea  nearly 
90  per  cent  of  the  award  went  t'>  legal 
and  court  expenses.  The  creation  of 
the  board  of  three,  each  of  whom  de- 
voted hH  wbole  time  to  the  duties  of 
the  tribunal  to  decide  between  the 
claims  of  employer  and  employee,  de- 
cisions being  absolutely  final,  had  en- 
tirely   changed   conditions.

"It  has  been    found   impossible   to   do 
anything   with   Asiatic   claims  for  com- 
pensation."   he    said.      "Tbe    act    is    ap- 
plicable to  tbe  Asiatic  quite  as  much  as 
to  the  white  man,  but  the  dlfflcultles  of 
ascertaining    the    bona    fide    Uependents 
of    the    injured    man    have    so    far   been 
humanly      insurmountable.        In      some 
cases   It    would   Involve   our   paying   the 
entire   award    to   one   wife   or   acknowl- 
edging a   state  of  polygamy  and  divide 
it   among  a   whole   harem.     The  differ- 
ence in   the  currency  exchange  adds   to 
the    difficulty.      The    certain    Identifica- 
tion'^^tf  wives,    children,   and    other   de- 
pendents   would    be    almost    impossible." 
Speaking    of    the    recent    fatality    at 
the    James      Island      munitions    plant, 
where    V.    A.    Radford,    an     employee, 
was   dragged   to  his   death    by  an   ex- 
posed   revolving    shaft.    Mr.    Williams 
paid:     "There    was    a    condition      that 
should   not  obtain,  and  will  not  when 
the    Compensation    Board*  Is    through 
with   Its   undertaking   to  afford   better 
protection    to    factory    workers.       On 
the    other     hand,    the     case     of     the 
Japanese  saw  mill     worker     at   Cnv- 
Ichan.   who   was   killed   on   Sunday   by 
a  falling   tree,   was   due   to   the   man's 
own  lack  of  knowledge  and  the  com- 
pany   should    bear    no    responsibility." 
Now   Spirit  of   Co-operation 
"One    of    the    best    features    I    have 
noticed     so    far,"    he     said,     "Is      the 
readiness  of  the  employer  to  assist  the 
injured      worklngman      applying      for 
compensation.      That   is   Just   th\B   op- 
posite   to    the'  old    antagonism    which 
used   to  exist   l)efore  the   act  was  en- 
forced     and      when      the      employers' 
money    did    not    go   into     a     common 
fund." 

Asked  by  Capt.  George  McGregor  as 
to  whether  there  was  a  chance  of 
changing  the  compensation  rating  for 
tugboat  operators,  claiming  that  they 
were  now  classed  as  freight  boats, 
whereas  the  risk  was  much  smaller, 
Mr.  Williams  said  that  there  probably 
would  be  a  rearrangement  in  the  near 
future.  He  believed  that  the  board 
had  authority  to  vary  the  twelve 
claaaea  In  which  employment  was 
divided. 

Messrs.  J. '  J.  Shalleross  and  R.  W. 
Perry  presented  a  vote  of  thanks.  Mr. 
K  B.  H.  Winn,  chairman  of  the  board, 
waa  to  have  spoken  yesterday,  but 
was    detained   in    Vancouver.

MATTERS  OF  MOMEfHT 
IN  WOMAN'S  REALM 


A  Peep  at  Some  Macaatnen 

Some  of  the  December  periodicals 
have  arrived  from  Great  Britain,  and 
those  are  to  be  envied  who  have 
leisure  to  read  them  while  their 
pages   are   fresh. 

In  the  Nineteenth  Century  Lady 
Paget  gives  a  description  of  the  late 
Emperor  of  Austria  which  is  quite 
different  from  the  accounts  of  that 
monarch  generally  current.  The  last 
sentence  will  show  how  this  lady, 
who  spent  much  of  her  life  at  Euro- 
pean courts,  regarded  the  man  who 
for  a  long  lifetime  occupied  the  dual 
throne. 

"He  was  a  great  gentleman,  kind, 
generous  and  sincere,  as  far  as  a 
very  weak  man  can  be  so.  His  life 
was  one  of  contini^al  and  conscienti- 
ous labor  for  what  he  considered  to 
be  the  good  of  his  empire,  and  he 
waa  most  beloved  by  his  subjects. 
His  patience  was  without  end,  and 
his  resignation  to  the  will  of  God 
entire."  The  writer  adds  the  prayer 
that  the  soul  of  the  old  man  may 
rest   In   peace. 

Those  who  delight  In  descriptions 
of  the  intrigues  and  vices  of  courts 
will  And  little  to  please  in  the  ar- 
ticle, but  it  is  well  and  simply  writ- 
ten, and  very  evidently  expresses  the 
author's  conviction.  Another  article 
that  will  provoke  controversy  Is 
"Christianity  and  the  Church,"  by 
Edith  Picton-Turbevllle.  Those  who 
are  Interested  in  the  tendency  of 
modern  ^thought  in  religious  matters 
will  read  it. 

In  The  Fortnightly  E.  J.  Dillon  has 
a  long  article  on  Russia's  Eclipse. 
The  phase  treated  of  has  already 
become  a  matter  of  history,^  but 
should  not  be  the  less  Instructive  on 
that  account. 

"Are  We  a  Thrifty  Race?"  Is  an- 
swered on  behalf  of  the  people  of 
Great  Britain  In  the  affirmative  by 
Arnold  Bennett.  This  short  article 
Is  the  history  of  the  sale  of  small 
war  certificates  to  the  mass  of  the 
people  of  the  United  Kingdom.  It 
should  be  read  by  all,  for  it  shows 
the  temper  of  the  common  people 
and  their  attitude  towards  the  war 
as  well  as  their  new-born  thrift. 

High  School  students  will  be  inter- 
ested in  a  criticism  of  the  play  of 
Henry  V.  by  J.  \.  R.  Marriott.  M.  P. 
and  many  older  lovers  of  Shakes- 
peare will  find  pleasure  and  profit  in 
reading  the  article. 

Of  quite  a  different  character  fai 
Mr.  Morton  Frewen's  contribution: 
"The  Ocean,  the  State  and  the  Fish- 
erman." This  able  writer  desires 
to  place  the  harvest  of  the  sea  with- 
in the  means  of  all,  and  attracts 
general  attention  by  a  quotation 
from  Sir  James  Crichton  Browne, 
the   famous   physician,    who   says: 

"To    render    foods    rich    In    protein 
accessible    to    the    very    poor    would 
be    to    take   another   step,   and    I    be- 
^lleve    a    long    one,    toward    the    aboli- 
tion   of    the   Great    White    Plague." 

This  review  of  the  whole  fishing 
Industry  and  its  capabilities  of  de- 
velopment will  appeal  to  studenta  of 
social  and  political  economy  as  well 
as  to  leaders  in  one  of  the  chief  in- 
dustries  of   this   country.

Victoria's  waterworks  earned  less 
money  last  year  than  In  1916.  after 
Issuing  over  4.000  more  water  re- 
felpfs,  and  the  greater  production 
campaign  of  the  past  Summer  had 
little  effect  on  the  consumption  of 
water,  which  was  lower  than  In  1916 
by  nearly  fifteen  million  gallons. 

The  report  of  the  water  collector, 
which  vras  submitted  yesterday, 
shows  that  825.897.380  gallons,  an 
average  of  4.970.600  a  day.  was  the 
total  consumption  of  Victoria,  the 
high  record  being  made  in  July,  when 
6,031.613  gallons  were  used,  and  the 
low  In  January,  when  4.400,000  gal- 
lons were  consuiiled. 

The  bulk  sales  to  Oak  Bay  were 
68.981.000  gallons  at  6  cents  per 
thousand.

Vletorla  today  has  among  ita  "active 
aerTica'*  man  a  wounded  sailor  who  has 
baaa  in  contlauoos  aarvlee  from  Auguat, 
1914.  The  ship  oa  which  be  first  served 
waa  torpedoed  In  the  North  8«a  last 
Aatama,  and  to  complete  his  aeries  of 
exeltiag  adventures  he  arrived  in  Hali- 
fax in  time  to  embark  on  the  Niobe 
and  receive  a  naaty  wound  In  hta  left 
arm  from  axpladlng  ahrapael  la  the  dis- 
aster that  struck  the  Maritime  Pyrt  on 
December  t. 

Tha  "Old  Salt"  la  Able  Seaman  M. 
Naude,  a  native,  a  native  of  Capetown. 
South  Africa.  A  big  man.  66  years  of 
ago,  of  plaaaaat  though  aomewhat  re- 
tiring mknner,  he '  shows  that  he  has 
passed  through  many  varied  experiences 
in  his  service  with  His  Majesty's  naval 
forces.  This  war  la  not  the  only  one 
he  haa  served  in  for  the  flag,  for  he 
wont  through  the  South  African  war 
and  proudly  wears  Queen  Victoria'!  and 
King  Edward's  medals  for  his  work  In 
that  campaign. 

In  August.  1914.  when  the  flrst  bul- 
letins reached  Capetown  announcing 
Britain  aa  one  of  the  countries  allied 
against  the  Teutonic  host.  Naude 
walked  into  the  neareat  reerultlng  of- 
floe.  doffed  his  sun  bonnet  and  at  the 
conclusion  of  a  few  little  formalities 
walked  out  with  a  little  paper  that  en- 
titled him  to  board  one  of  His  Majes- 
ty's ships.  From  that  day  until  June 
17  he  apent  in  the  eoaatwiee  service, 
watchinr  for  raldera  In  the  south  At- 
lantic. In  that  month  he  went  to  Eng- 
land on  command  with  the  ahip  on 
which  he  bad  served  for  nearly  three 
years. 

Wbea  "the  good  old  boat."  as  He  oalls 
It,  reached  an  English  port  it  was  forth-

»art  of  a  flgbUag  unit.  U  October 
one  evening  about  «  o'eloc^  while  on 
patrol  duty  his  boat  waa  torpedoed. 
Seaman  Naude  with  tha  raat  of  the  oraw 
got  a  good  duckincr.  but  everybody  waa 
saved.  On  returning  to  the  port  he  waa 
tranaferred  t«  the  Caaadtaa  aanrtoa  and 
ordered  to  report  at  Halifax. 

He  arrived  In  that  port  on  November 
SO  and  reported  to  the  commander  of 
the  Niobe.  On  l>eoember  «.  while  on 
duty  on  the  upper  deck,  the  blaat  came 
and  with  It  a  piece  of  ahrapnel  whleh 
lodged  in  the  mutclea  of  the  upper  part 
Of  hla  left  arm.  As  he  turned  arouAd 
to  aee  what  had  happened  he  aaw  ona 
of  bla  comradoa  lying  dead  near  by.  Ite 
Btates  that  he  believed  at  that  minute 
that  the  end  hhd  come,  but  that  hla 
lucky  aUr  held  good,  for  after  a  few 
hours  he  was  sent  ashore  to  have  tha 
ugly  wound  treated  and  now,  to  quq»e 
hla  own  worda,  la  "Juat  aa  good  as  ever 
and  ready  for  the  next  fray." 
'  At  present  Seaman  Naude  Is  at  the 
Esquimau  Navy  Yard,  awaiting  the  ar- 
rival  of  a  cruiser,  on  which  he  antiol- 
l»te«  serving  so  long  as  the  need  wr- 
ists and  his  good   fortune  follows  him.

Our  taak  will  not  be  ao 
much  the  prevention  of  trouble,  how- 
ever, aa  conaervatlon  of  nab  at  thla 
tima,  when  utilisation  of  all  fooda  la 
BO  necessar}'." 

Plans  for  hearings  at  Atlantic  and 
Pacific  porta,  and  poasibly  at  Great 
Lakes  porta,  will  not  be  made  until  the 
pi-ellmlnary  conferencaa  hare  have  baaa 
ooncluded.

Enemy  Alien  Danger  ' 

Sir, — In  an  editorial  in  The  Times 
of  the  14th  I  notice  that  it  la  sug- 
gested to  employ  enemy  allena,  at 
present  in  internment  campa,  to  help 
solve  the  labor  shortage  dlfllculties. 
I  presume  the  idea  is  to  distribute 
these  amongst  different  farmers. and 
let  them  work  for  a  wage  to  be  fixed 
by  the  Oovernment. 

May  I  ask  the  following  questions? 

What  ateps   It   la  propoaed   to  take 

to  guard  agalnat  burning  of  crops,  as 

haa   been    reported    In    the   Argentine 

recently? 

What  steps  will  be  taken  to  pre- 
vent poisoning  of  crops,  aa  has  been 
reported  to  have  taken  place  in  the 
U.  8.  A.? 

What  would  be  the  aafeguards  to 
be  adopted  against  these  enemy 
aliens  undertaking  an  Insidious  pro- 
paganda for  an  inconclusive  peace? 

8om«  may  say  these  dangers  are 
not  real.  I  do  not  know.  Other 
coantrles  have  found  them  real 
enough,  and  Ruasla  to  her  cost. 

Unless  The  Times  has  some  idea 
not  yet  disclosed  touching  proper 
safeguarda  against  the  dangers  men- 
tioned, it  seems  to  me  that  the  only 
way  alien  enemies  can  be  employed 
with  profit  will  be  to  concentrate 
them  on  a  large  arable  tract  of  land 
and  let  them  cultivate  that  entirely 
by  themselves,  under  guard.  Per- 
hap«  The  Times  will  publish  th*  de- 
tails of  the  scheme  it  advocates.  It 
Is  a  matter  of  indifference  to  me 
whether  Asiatics  are  let  In'  or  not. 
What  worries  is  the  prospect  of  go- 
ing on  short  rations  when  there  is 
no  need  for  It  If  certain  Interests 
drop  their  prejudices  and  political 
crie*  of  "wolf."  We  need  to  build 
more  shlpa  I  have  seen  no  scheme 
yet  propounded  by  the  protestanta 
against  Asiatic  labor  as  to  how  labor 
la  to  be  found  to  do  it.  Milk  is  14 
pints  the  dollar,  and  even  at  that 
the  farmer  Is  not  gctsmg  enough  of 
It.  less  what  the  distributors  first 
deduct  from  it,  to  pay  him,,  as  wit- 
ness the  various  cattle  sales  during 
the  laat  few  montha 

It  Is  very  easy  to  grt  together  to 
pass  a  resolution  protesting  against 
this  or  that,  but  it  would  be  more 
to  the  point  and  of  more  public 
benefit  If  those,  who  protest  against 
a  certain  thing  would  suggest  an 
alternative  practical  scheme  which 
will  answer  the  purpooe. 

I  see  "Liberals  may  protest  Immi- 
gration proposal"  in  Vancouver,  but 
I  have  not  seen  any  such  proposal  put 
forward  by  the  Union  Government, 
which,  so  far  as  published  In  the 
press,  has  only  called  a  meeting  to 
investigate  the  labor  problem.
